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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structure that 
allows the block to remain at a position to cover the gap when lifting or pushing down 
the front strut must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 3, lines 
11-14, disclose that block 4 is "so designed" that the block always covers the 
connecting are between the connecting section 21 1 and the fork boards 1 1 when the 
front strut 2 is rotated downward or upward. However, the specification fails to describe 
the actual design that enables the block to always cover the connecting area. 

Appropriate correction is required. No new matter may be entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 2 states that the block remains at the position to cover the gap when lifting 
or pushing down the front strut. However, the structure that allows this function to occur 
is not defined in the claims, disclosed in the specification, or depicted in the Figures. 
Consequently, the limits of the claimed invention cannot be determined. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chang US 6,270,095. 

Chang discloses a scooter folding structure comprising a frame 1 0 and a front 
strut 20. See Figures 1 and 2. The frame 10 has a pair of fork boards 12 with holes 13 
thereon. The front strut 20 comprises a supporting rod 21 protruding from a lower end 
thereof. The supporting rod 21 has a connecting section with holes 23 corresponding to 
the holes 13 of the fork boards 12 of the frame 10. The connecting section is pivotally 
connected to the fork boards of the frame by a shaft 40. The connecting section of the 
supporting rod 21 of the front strut 20 comprises a block 30 to cover the gap between 
the connecting section and the fork boards of the frame. The block 30 comprises round 
and smooth surfaces at four ends (i.e.: the upper end, the lower end, the lower top end, 
the upper top end). See Figures 3-6. Also, the block 30 remains at the position to 
cover the gap when lifting or pushing down the front strut due to its position on 
supporting rod 21 . See Figures 3-6. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Headley, Lee, Lin, Hsu et al., Udwin et al., Tung, and van 
Ardenne disclose scooter folding structures.
